INFRINGEMENT OF 
~ ANTETRUST LAWS 


Such|s Charged Against Three 
Corporations. 


INDICTMENTS ARE FOUND 


Alleged Infraction Charged by Federal 
Courts Said to Be Based on Report- 
ed Shipments at Lower Rates—Two 
Individuals Atso Indicted. 


After hearing testimony for several 
days, the federal grand jury of the 
United States court for the southern 
district of Georgia, at Savannah, hand- 
ed down indictments charging an in- 
fringement of the anti-trust laws on 
the part of three large corporations 
and two individuals. The Atlantle 
Coast Line railway and Seaboard Air 
Line railway were each jointly indict- 
ed with the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation Company for specific 
violations of the Sherman anti-trust 
and Elkins laws, while Harvie Miller 
and Morris Miller, grain) merchants, 
and members of the firm of L, F. Mit 
ler & Sons, of Philadelphia, were tha 
individuals to feel the wrath of the 
government. It was anticipated that 
the corporations and Harvie Miller 
would be present, the rumors coming 
from an authoritative source, but no 
expectation existed in connection with 
Morris Miller. 

The Merchants and Miners’ Trans- 
portation Company was indicted three 
times, once as a sole offeader and 
twice in connection with the Seaboard 
Air Line and Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
ways. 

Morris F. Miller. and Harvie Miller, 
of Philadelphia, were inimediately ar- 
rested and placed ‘under bonds of 
$25,000 each: ' 

The indictments are lengthy docu- 
ments, covering in one instance 75 
pages. The others vary in length 
down to 25 pages. In each indictment 
specific allegations are made of the 
acts which constitute the alleged in- 
fractions of the anti-trust laws. 

Dates are given when the defend- 
ants are alleged to have made ship- 
ments over the lines named at rates 
less than those on file with the inter- 
state commerce commission.
